ANSWER.—Unless ihe \doctor has 
thoroughly examined the entire chest, 
fore and aft,.with the patient bared 
to the waist, of course lie can form no 
actual opinion as to the presence or 
absence of incipient tuberculosis. Un- 
less the fresh blood has been exam- 
ined under the microscope, the diag- 
nosis of malaria must always be taken 
as a merely tentative one. Tho mal-
